Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fourth  Annual 
Report  on  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the 
year  1950. 


VITAL  STATISTICS  : 324  live  births  were  notified  giving 

a Birth  Rate  of  16.6  per  1,000  population.  This  is  a further  fall 
in  the  Birth  Rate  which  has  been  declining  since  the  peak  in  1947. 
It  is,  however,  above  the  national  rate  of  15.8.  There  were  10 
stillbirths  and  16  of  all  births  were  illegitimate. 

213  deaths  were  registered;  the  crude  Death  Rate  being  10.9 
per  1,000  population.  This  is  the  fourth  time  only  in  75  years 
that  the  Death  Rate  has  been  under  11  and  it  compares  favourably 
with  the  high  figure  of  13  recorded  in  1949  and  with  the  national 
Death  Rate  of  11.6. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate,  calculated  on  the  deaths  of  18 
infants  before  the  age  of  one  year,  was  56  per  1,000  live  births. 
This  is  unsatisfactory  in  comparison  with  the  national  record  rate 
of  30.  One  third  of  the  infant  deaths  were  due  to  broncho-pneu- 
monia. 

Again  there  was  no  death  from  maternal  causes. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  : The  sharp  rise  in  the  number  of 
notifiable  infectious  diseases  to  671  during  1950  was  largely  due 
to  556  cases  of  measles,  the  greatest  number  notified  since  the 
disease  became  notifiable  in  1939.  The  peak  occurred  in  October 
when  232  cases  were  recorded.  From  then  the  epidemic  declined 
and  disappeared  in  the  early  weeks  of  1951. 

Two  cases  of  acute  anterior  poliomyelitis  occurred.  Both  sur- 
vived but  the  adult  case,  one  of  extreme  severity,  was  left  with 
extensive  residual  paralysis  and  is  still  undergoing  treatment. 
This  expectant  mother  was  safely  delivered  of  a healthy  child  at 
a time  when  she  was  only  just  able  to  dispense  with  the  necessity 
of  spending  a considerable  period  of  each  day  in  an  “iron  lung.” 
Great  credit  is  due  to  the  skill  of  the  hospital  staff  concerned  and 
the  courage  and  endurance  of  the  mother. 

For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  the  town  was  free  from 
diphtheria  but  this  must  not  be  taken  as  an  indication  that  the 
immunisation  campaign  can  be  relaxed. 

The  Total  immunisation  state  of  the  child  population  has 
increased  from  57.51%  to  63.31%  and  is  probably  higher  than  this 
figure  indicates.  It  should  be  boosted  by  persistent  propaganda 
and  education  to  a much  higher  percentage  for  safety. 

The  response  to  vaccination  against  smallpox  since  this  pre- 
ventive measure  became  voluntary  has  been  poor.  Not  more  than 
17%  of  the  babies  born  in  1950  were  vaccinated. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  Borough  in  July  and 
3,680  persons  availed  themselves  of  this  opportunity  for  a free 
chest  X-ray.  3 cases  of  active  tuberculosis  and  11  cases  of  in- 


active  tuberculosis  were  discovered.  This  is  a simple,  easy  form 
of  health  check-up  and  should  be  repeated  every  year  or  two.  It 
must  not  be  assumed  that  because  one  was  shown  to  be  free  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  1950  that  one  is  therefore  free  of  it 
for  life. 

FOOD  POISONING  : In  September  the  Council  made  Bye- 
laws for  the  Handling  and  Delivery  of  Food.  In  the  very  detailed 
report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  you  will  find  evidence  of 
the  careful  inspection  of  meat  at  the  Corporation  Slaughterhouse; 
the  improvement  in  the  purity  of  milk  under  constant  supervision, 
and  the  continued  high  standard  of  purity  of  water  supply.  There 
is  also  the  report  on  “Hygiene  in  the  Food  Trades”  which  the 
Council  implemented  by  laying  down  minimum  requirements  re- 
garding the  supply  of  hot-water  washing  facilities  in  food  shops. 

All  this  endeavour  has  one  objective  only,  namely  to  ensure 
that  the  food  and  drink  consumed  by  the  public  is  clean  and  safe. 
Food  Hygiene,  always  desirable,  has  become  an  urgent  necessity 
due  to  the  increased  prevalenc  of  food  poisoning  outbreaks  through- 
out the  country  since  the  end  of  the  war. 

These  measures  strictly  observed  can  do  much  to  reduce  food 
poisoning  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  a not  inconsiderable 
amount  of  contamination  can  occur  in  the  domestic  kitchen  and 
this  can  be  met  only  by  a greater  knowledge  of  food  hygiene  in 
the  home. 

When  food  poisoning  does  occur  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  it  should  be  reported  to  the  Health  Department  in  a matter 
of  hours,  not  days,  if  the  source  is  to  be  traced.  In  the  two  minor 
outbreaks  reported  in  1950  the  time  lag  was  such  that  the  trail 
was  cold  and  suspicions  could  not  be  confirmed.  General  practi- 
tioners have  been  asked  to  co-operate  but  this  by  no  means  solves 
the  problem.  Many  people  with  a “tummy  upset  due  to  eating 
something”  do  not  consult  their  doctor,  at  least  until  their  home 
treatment  has  failed,  and  by  then  the  evidence  has  gone. 

It  would  be  an  important  civic  service  if  every  person  suffer- 
ing from  vomiting  and/or  diarrhoea,  which  is  attributed  to  food 
eaten,  informed  a doctor  or  the  office  of  the  Health  Department 
immediately.  Not  only  might  this  be  helpful  in  the  treatment  of 
the  case  but  many  others  might  be  saved  a similar  illness  by  the 
prompt  detection  of  the  source  of  the  infection. 

SEVENTY-FIVE  YEARS  OF  PUBLIC  HEALTH.  As  the  year 
1950  marks  the  halfway  point  of  the  20th  century  it  seems  appro- 
priate to  include  in  this  Annual  Report  a brief  summary  of  pro- 
gress in  local  hygiene.  Records  for  the  principal  vital  statistics 
are  virtually  complete  from  1874,  the  year  before  Goole  township 
was  granted  urban  status.  Tables  of  the  various  statistical  rates 
expressed  as  the  mean  of  quinquennial  (five  yearly)  periods  since 
1876,  or  such  other  years  as  the  figures  became  available  are 
given  with  brief  comments. 

Finally  I must  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Mem- 
bers of  the  Health  and  Sanitation  Committee,  the  Staff  of  the 
Health  Department,  and  the  Voluntary  Workers  at  the  Clinic  for 
their  interest  and  assistance  during  1950.

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PUBLIC  HEALTH  IN  GOOLE,  1874—1950 


It  is  perhaps  fitting  in  this  Festival  of  Britain  year,  halfway 
through  the  twentieth  century,  to  take  a glance  back  and  make 
some  assessment  of  the  public  health  improvements  in  Goole  since 
the  first  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  1874. 

A detailed  progress  report  of  all  aspects  of  hygiene  and 
sanitation  over  seventy-five  years  would  be  highly  gratifying  but 
far  too  lengthy.  It  is  intended,  therefore,  to  quote  certain  illustra- 
tions from  official  sources  which  give  some  idea  of  the  state  of 
the  town  towards  the  end  of  the  19th  and  the  beginning  of  the 
20th  century,  and  leave  the  reader  to  make  comparisions  with  the 
relatively  satisfactory  state  of  the  Borough  today.  These  illustra- 
tions do  not  discredit  Goole,  many  other  towns  were  in  a similar 
state  at  that  time,  rather  do  they  accentuate  the  great  progress 
that  has  been  made  by  successive  Councils  and  officials. 

Finally  there  are  a few  comments  on  the  recorded  vital 
statistics  which  are  the  index  of  local  and  national  improvement 
in  sanitation. 


I.  GENERAL. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  as  a town  and  port,  Goole  dates 
only  from  1827,  and  the  ecclesiastical  district  of  Goole  from  1849. 
The  town  was  invested  with  urban  status  in  1875,  the  year  of  the 
first  important  Public  Health  Act,  and  received  its  Charter  of 
Incorporation  as  a Borough  in  1933. 

The  first  population  figure  recorded  in  the  Annual  Reports  is 
that  for  1861.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  figures  how 
rapidly  the  town  grew.  The  population  doubled  in  twenty  years, 
trebled  in  thirty  years  and  quadrupled  in  fifty  years;  since  when 
it  has  remained  generally  static  except  for  a few  minor  fluctuations.

A reading  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Reports  for  1874- 
1876  reveals  the  deplorable  state  of  housing,  sewerage  and  water 
supply  in  Goole,  of  which  Dr.  H.  Franklin  Parsons  says,  “ — unfor- 
tunately no  care  was  taken  that  the  town  should  be  built  on  such 
a plan  as  to  ensure  its  salubrity.” 

With  regard  to  housing,  “In  the  central  part  of  Goole,  cellar- 
kitchens  are  the  rule,  almost  without  exception;  it  is  unfortunately 
the  custom  to  use  these  as  the  living-room  of  the  family,  and  often, 
in  case  of  sickness,  as  the  hospital.”  “The  plan  so  common  in 
Yorkshire  towns  of  building  houses  in  yards  or  courts,  approached 
by  an  archway — is  conducive  to  unhealthiness.”  “Back-to-back 
houses  are  only  too  frequent  in  the  poorer  streets  of  Goole,  and  in 
a few  instances  there  is  a threefold  division  into  front  house,  back 
house  and  cellar  house,  which  I have  not  seen  or  heard  of  else- 
where.” 

Although  some  of  this  original  property  remains,  largely  due 
to  the  setback  of  two  wars,  one  has  only  to  look  at  the  newer 
parts  of  the  town  in  general  and  the  Corporation  Housing  Estates 
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iii  particular  to  note  the  revolution  in  housing  principles  in  the  last 
three  or  four  decades. 

In  the  1876  report  we  read,  “The  sewerage  of  the  town  is,  I 
believe,  a matter  of  pressing  importance.  The  Aire  and  Calder 
Estate' is  provided  with  good  deep  sewers,  though  the  house  drains 
are  often  badly  constructed,  but  the  sewers  in  the  remainder  of 
the  town... are  very  inefficient.  The  sewer  that  drains  part  of 
Shuffleton  and  Marshfield  Lane  is  made  of  old  tar  barrels  placed 
end  to  end;  the  sewage  of  the  remainder  of  Shuffleton  goes  into 
an  open  ditch  which  is  a very  great  nuisance.”  “In  Old  Goole  the 
sewage  goes  into  open  ditches,  which  are  choked  up,  having  no 

Adequate  sewerage  was  one  of  the  earlier  improvements  in 
the  township  but  we  still  retain  a souvenir  of  the  bad  old  days  in 
the  present  Hook  Drain,  which  is  in  fact  an  open  sewer  near  the 
centre  of  the  town. 

It  is  recorded  in  1874  that,  “There  are  few  water-closets  in 
Goole — about  40.”  In  1902  there  were  400  water-closets;  in  1929 
2,426;  in  1945  5,914;  and  in  1950  6,300. 

Accustomed  as  we  are  to  the  excellent  piped  water  supply  in 
the  Borough  it  is  difficult  to  appreciate  the  state  of  the  town  75 
years  ago  when  a considerable  proportion  of  the  population  drank 
what  appears  to  have  been  dilute  sewage.  No  wonder  enteric 
fever  was  a regular  annual  visitor  to  the  town  in  those  days, 
proper  outfall.” 

1874-76  Reports  : “The  present  water  supply  of  Goole  is  drawn 
partly  from  the  Canal  and  Docks,  partly  from  soft  water  cisterns 
and  partly  from  wells.  That  the  canal  and  dock  water,  fouled  as 
it  is  by  all  manners  of  impurities,  both  in  Goole  and  before  it 
reaches  here,  is  not  a proper  source  of  supply,  all  parties  are 
agreed,  nevertheless,  the  supply  of  ships  is  largely  drawn  from  this 
source.”  “Owing  to  the  dryness  of  the  past  summer  water  has 
been  very  scarce,  especially  in  Old  Goole,  canal  water  having  been 
retailed  in  the  streets  at  |d.  a bucketful.”  “Wells  are,  except  in 
Old  Goole,  the  chief  source  of  supply.  Beneath  the  greater  part 
of  Goole,  at  a depth  of  about  30ft.  is  a water-bearing  gravel... 
wells  sunk  into  this  gravel,  if  properly  constructed,  yield  water 
of  a considerable  degree  of  purity  as  regards  organic  matter, 
although  of  a hardness  undesirable  for  domestic  purposes.”  “The 
wells  are  frequently,  sometimes  indeed  unavoidably  much  too  near 
to  privies  and  drains,  and  it  not  infrequently  happens  that  they 
are  polluted  by  soakage  of  filth  from  these  sources.  About  twenty 
of  the  cases  of  enteric  fever  which  came  to  my  knowledge  last 
year,  were  probably  referable  to  the  drinking  of  water  from  wells 
so  polluted.” 

Investigations  were  begun  about  this  time  to  locate  suitable 
sites  for  deep  wells  and  by  1883  a piped  supply  from  a deep  well 
at  Rawcliffe  Bridge  became  available.  Following  deepening  of 
this  well  in  1893  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  the  water  became 
less  satisfactory  and  after  further  investigation  and  planning  a 
new  source  became  available  in  1901  from  a deep  well  at  Pollington. 
This  source  with  extensions  has  continued  to  supply  the  town’s 
excellent  water  ever  since. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  infectious  disease  in  the  past  the 
picture  is  not  a happy  one.  To  the  insanitary  conditions  of  the 
times,  which  Goole  shared  with  many  other  towns,  must  be  added 
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its  vulnerability  as  a port.  Smallpox  was  relatively  frequent  in 
the  last  quarter  of  the  19th  century  and  on  a number  of  occasions 
the  primary  source  of  infection  reached  the  port  by  water  trans- 
port. For  21  years  prior  to  1927  Goole  was  free  from  smallpox; 
then  2,  29  and  119  cases  of  mild  smallpox  occurred  respectively  in 
the  years  1927-29.  Since  then  the  port  has  enjoyed  a further  21 
years  freedom. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1893,  as  a result  of  the  cholera 
scare,  the  Port  Authority  stationed  a hospital  ship  for  cholera 
patients  at  Goole,  but  no  cases  occurred.  It  was  used  for  smallpox 
patients  in  1898  but  was  dispensed  with  when  the  Smallpox 
Hospital  by  Dutch  River  was  opened.  This  Hospital  has  now  been 
demolished  as  redundant. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  were  originally  isolated  in  a build- 
ing at  what  is  now  St.  John’s  Hospital  but  from  1910  were  accom- 
modated at  a new  isolation  hospital  at  Westfield  Banks.  It  is 
possible  that  in  the  near  future  it  may  be  decided  that  this 
hospital,  too,  is  redundant  as  far  as  infectious  diseases  are  con- 
cerned. 

The  great  improvement  can  best  be  seen  by  reference  in  the 
following  tables  to  the  column  headed  “Death  Rates  from  Zymotic 
Diseases”  (i.e  the  deaths  from  measles,  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  diarrhoea,  smallpox  and  enteric  fevers). 

II  VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  total  crude  Death  Rate  which  was  26.3  in  1874-80  has 
fallen  steadily  to  11.5  in  1946-50.  The  greatest  fall  was  in  the 
zymotic  death  rate  from  4.8  to  0.1.  The  Death  Rate  from  respira- 
tory diseases  has  fallen  to  about  half,  the  Death  Rate  from  pul- 
monary tuberculosis  to  about  a quarter  and  the  total  Death  Rate 
from  tuberculosis  to  about  a fifth. 

On  the  other  hand  certain  death  groups  show  a marked  in- 
crease. The  Death  Rate  from  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation 
is  now  over  three  times  as  high  as  in  1876-80  and  most  of  the 
increase  has  been  in  the  last  25  years.  The  Death  Rate  from  all 
forms  of  cancer,  is  double  what  it  was  50  years  ago. 

The  Birth  Rate  declined  from  41.8  in  1879-80  to  16.1  in  1936-40 
but  recovered  temporarily  during  the  war  and  immediate  post-war 
period  to  give  in  the  present  quinquennial  period  a rate  of  20.8. 
The  high  Birth  Rate  of  the  19th  century  was  associated  with  a 
high  Infant  Mortality  Rate. 

In  1876-80,  165  out  of  every  1,000  babies  born  died  before 
attaining  the  age  of  one  year.  In  1946-50  the  rate  was  42.  An 
analysis  of  the  causes  of  infant  death  shows  the  improvement  to 
be  largely  due  to  the  elimination  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea,  infec- 
tious diseases  and  tuberculosis,  and  the  most  marked  decline  in 
infant  deaths  occurred  from  1916.  This  fact  is  closely  linked  with 
the  establishment  by  the  Council  of  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  in 
1915  and  the  appointment  of  a whole-time  health  visitor  in  1916. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  has  markedly  declined  since  the 

beginning  of  this  century.  Actually  only  one  mother  has  been 

lost  as  a result  of  childbirth  in  the  last  seven  years. 

«/ 

In  summing  up  it  can  be  said  quite  fairly  that  from  a bad 
beginning,  through  half  a century  of  endeavour,  the  standard  of 
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sanitation  and  hygiene  in  the  Borough  of  Goole  has  reached  a 
level  comparable  with  most  towns  of  similar  size.  Although  much 
of  this  brief  survey  is  devoted  to  the  sanitary  side  of  the  problem 
— housing,  water  and  sewerage — we  must  not  overlook  the  im- 
portant contribution  made  by  the  various  personal  health  services 
which  have  come  into  operation  during  the  half  century.  These 
include  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service  and  Centres,  the 
Health  Visiting  and  Educational  Services,  the  School  Health  Ser- 
vice, the  various  Food  Regulations,  preventive  immunisation  and 
many  others. 

The  end  is  not  yet,  perfection  has  not  been  attained.  Sanita- 
tion will  continue  to  progress,  vital  statistics  will  get  better,  but 
more  slowly.  The  days  of  spectacular  public  health  measures  are 
gone  but  a widespread  and  comprehensive  Preventive  Health  Ser- 
vice continues  to  maintain  and  extend  t lie  hygienic  safety  of  the 
town,  almost  without  a thought  from  the  majority  of  ratepayers. 

It  is  fitting  today,  when  the  National  Health  Service  Act  has 
focussed  undue  attention  on  medical  and  hospital  services,  to 
point  out  how  little  curative  medicine  has  had  to  do  with  our 
bodily  safety  and  comfort  and  freedom  from  infection  and  how 
much  has  been  achieved  by  the  Council’s  enlightened  policy  since 
1875.  I trust  that  this  short  resume  will  have  made  that  clear, 
at  least.

GENERAL  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water  Supply. 

The  whole  of  the  public  water  supply  to  the  Borough  is  pumped 
from  the  new  red  sandstone  at  Pollington,  eleven  miles  distant 
from  Goole,  and  during  the  year  has  been  in  all  respects  satis- 
factory both  as  regards  quality  and  quantity.  Except  at  very 
infrequent  periods,  not  exceeding  a few  hours  in  various  parts  of 
the  town  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  essential  repairs,  it  has 
not  been  necessary  to  curtail  supplies  at  all. 

Purity.  6 Bacteriological  and  3 chemical  examinations  were  made 
of  the  raw  untreated  water  as  it  is  pumped  at  Pollington.  The 
Bacteriological  reports  were  in  all  instances  highly  satisfactory 
— Grade  I of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Classification  of  Piped  Water 
Supplies.  The  chemical  analyses  were  also  satisfactory  and  a 
typical  analysis  is  appended.  25  samples  of  water  as  it  reaches 
the  ordinary  consumer  after  chlorination  were  also  sent  for  Bacter- 
iological Examination  and  were  all  highly  satisfactory — Grade  I of 
the  Ministry  of  Health  Classification  for  Piped  Water  supplies. 
Goole  water  is  not  plumbo-solvent.  and  there  are  no  known  or  sus- 
pected potential  sources  of  contamination.  The  number  of  dwell- 
ings supplied  with  water  within  the  Borough  in  5748  and  so  far  as 
is  known  every  house  has  a piped  supply  within  its  own  curtilage. 
With  the  exception  of  19  houses  in  Spencer  Street  and  about  130 
houses  in  the  older  part  of  the  Docks  Estate  every  house  has  an 
internal  supply  of  piped  water. 

Waste.  Many  thousands  of  gallons  of  water  are  wasted  daily  due 
to  defective  fittings  and  all  instances  of  waste  coming  to  the 
notice  of  the  health  department  staff  are  notified  to  the  Water 
Engineer.

Conversion  of  Pail  Closets. 

At  the  end  of  1950  no  progress  had  been  made  towards  the 
conversion  of  the  pail  closets  of  the  88  houses  owned  by  the 
Docks  and  Inland  Waterways  Executive,  nor  of  the  38  pail  closets 
for  the  use  of  workmen  on  the  Docks  Estate.  (See  page  24 
Annual  Report  1949). 

Atmospheric  Pollution  and.  Smoke  Abatement. 

In  Goole  the  amount  of  atmospheric  pollution  caused  by 
industrial  processes  is  almost  negligible  compared  with  the  smoke 
given  off  by  the  coal  fires  in  5748  dwellings,  plus  shops,  offices, 
etc.,  but  the  difficulty  is  to  convince  people  of  what  should  be  an 
obvious  and  indisputable  fact.  As  it  is  an  axiom  that  to  be  suc- 
cessful in  its  aim  legislation  must  not  be  too  far  ahead  of  public 
opinion,  it  is  useless  for  clean-air  enthusiasts  to  press  for  more 
rigorous  laws  for  the  control  of  smoke  nuisances  until  the  public 
realises  that  the  most  inefficient  smoke-producing  method  of  using 
soft  bituminous  coal  is  to  burn  it  in  the  ordinary  kitchen  range  or 
domestic  fireplace.  No  further  nuisance  has  been  experienced 
from  the  laundry  and  as  a new  plant  is  being  installed  it  is  hoped 
that  this  nuisance  has  been  finally  abated. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

The  County  Council,  in  collaboration  with  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  has  established  atmospheric 
pollution  recording  apparatus  at  the  Health  Centre  in  Bartholomew 
Avenue  and  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  Boot.hferry  Road.  The 
former  is  looked  after  by  this  department;  it  began  to  operate 
in  February  and  the  following  are  the  recordings  for  the  year.

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(i)  Public  Conveniences, 

The  main  public  conveniences  for  both  males  and  females  are 
beneath  the  clock-tower  in  the  market  square.  In  a westerly 
direction  there  are  no  more  conveniences  for  the  use  of  the  public 
until  Memorial  Gardens  are  reached  nearly  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  distant  where  they  are  tucked  away  as  far  from  the  highway 
as  it  is  possible  to  get  them  and  in  such  a position  as  not  to 
encourage  females  to  use  them  after  nightfall.  In  the  East  Ward 
the  nearest  conveniences  are  likewise  in  Riverside  Park  again 
nearly  three  quarters  of  a mile  distant  and  almost  equally  secluded. 
In  the  North  Ward  there  are  no  conveniences  for  females,  although 
there  is  a male  urinal  in  a back  road  at  the  rear  of  the  public 
baths  where  it  is  probably  unknown  to  many  townspeople  and 
never  to  be  found  by  strangers  half  a mile  from  the  centre  of 
the  town.  Towards  Old  Goole  the  conveniences  for  males  arc 
adequate  as  there  are  conveniences  halfway  down  Bridge  Street 
and  also  at  Dutch  River  Bridge  but  in  the  one  and  a half  miles 
from  the  Market  Square  to  South  Park  there  is  no  provision  what- 
ever for  females.  Generally  speaking  the  town  is  not  too  well 
provided  with  well  sited,  easily  discovered  conveniences  but  the 
road  to  Old  Goole  is  very  badly  off  for  female  conveniences  and 
early  attention  should  be  given  to  this  problem  which  has  been 
shelved  on  too  many  occasions. 

(5)  Abatement  of  Nuisance. 

No  serious  nuisances  were  found  during  the  year  and  although 
formal  action  was  taken  under  the  nuisance  section  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  in  17  instances,  these  were  all  conditions  of  disrepair 
causing  nuisance  where  it  was  thought  that  the  powers  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  were  more  applicable  than  the  repairs  sections 
of  the  Housing  Act. 

(6)  Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  carried  on  within  the  Borough. 

(7)  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  1949  I made  a detailed  report  of  the 
conditions  existing  at  the  two  common  lodging  houses  in  the 
Borough.  During  the  year  the  conditions  of  cleanliness  became  so 
bad  and  the  keepers  so  defiant  that  the  Council  had  to  warn  them 
that  failure  to  make  a drastic  improvement  would  result  in  a 
revocation  of  their  registration.  At  Back  33  North  Street  there 
has  been  a decided  change  for  the  better  although  there  is  still 
room  for  improvement  but  at  the  Doyle  Street  house,  owing  in 
part  to  the  illness  of  the  keeper,  conditions  got  so  bad  that  the 
Council  decided  to  revoke  the  registration,  and  the  premises  ceased 
to  be  occupied  as  a Common  Lodging  House  on  the  13th  January, 
1951.  The  regular  lodgers  found  accommodation  at  the  remaining 
lodging  house  and  the  “casuals”  have  drifted  elsewhere. 

(8)  Canal  Boats. 

The  inspection  and  registration  of  Canal  Boats  are  matters 
coming  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Hull  and  Goole  Port  Health 
Authority  to  whom  these  duties  were  transferred  by  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936. 
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(9)  Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  and  Other  Moveable  Dwellings. 

Except  for  an  occasional  travelling*  tinker  or  hawker,  who 
stays  for  two  of  three  clays  we  are  free  from  this  type  of  dwelling, 
and  no  nuisance  has  been  found  associated  with  the  few  who  visit 
the  town. 

(10)  Bakehouses. 

There  are  eight  premises  where  baking  is  the  main  business, 
seven  premises  where  baking  constitutes  a substantial  part  of  the 
business,  and  numerous  small  shops  and  butchers  shops  where  a 
little  baking  constitutes  part  of  the  business  transacted  on  the 
premises.  No  serious  cause  for  complaint  has  been  found  in  any 
of  the  premises  during  the  year. 

(11)  Hotel,  Cafe,  Snackbar  and  School  Kitchen. 

There  are  2 hotel,  3 cafe,  7 cafe/snackbar,  1 works  canteen 
and  3 school  kitchens.  No  serious  complaint  has  been  found  in 
any  of  the  premises  during  the  year  and  suggestions  made  from 
this  department  have  been  quickly  acted  on  by  the  occupiers: 

(12)  Dairies  and  Milk  Shops. 

Although  there  are  10  registered  dairies  in  the  Borough,  with 
the  exception  of  2 they  are  chiefly  used  for  the  storage  of  the 
dairymen’s  equipment.  Most  of  the  milk  is  collected  between 
eight  and  nine  o’clock  at  the  wholesaler’s  depot  and  is  distributed 
by  noon  or  shortly  after  so  that  if  any  milk  is  taken  into  the 
dairy  it  is  there  for  only  a very  short  time.  No  serious  cause  for 
complaint  was  found  in  any  of  the  premises  during  the  year. 

(13)  Fried  Fish  Shops. 

There  are  twenty-nine  fried  fish  shops.  The  standard  of  clean- 
liness is  good  and  no  serious  cause  for  complaint  was  found  during 

the  vear.

(14)  Meat  Shops. 

There  are  32  meat  shops.  The  standard  of  cleanliness  is  good 
and  no  serious  cause  for  complaint  was  found  during  the  year. 

(15)  Ice  Cream. 

There  are  five  manufacturer/retailers  and  34  retailers  of  ice- 
cream. The  standard  of  cleanliness  at  all  the  premises  is  good. 
Details  of  sampling  are  given  elsewhere  in  the  report. 

(16)  Licensed  Premises. 

There  are  twenty-two  public  houses  and  eleven  clubs  within 
the  Borough. 

(17)  Factories. 

There  are  72  factories  with  power  and  43  without  power 
within  the  Borough. 

(18)  Hairdressing  Saloons. 

There  arc  twenty-eight  hairdressing  establishments  within  the 
Borough. 
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FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  FOOD  HYGIENE. 


The  Corporation  Cattle  Market  and  Slaughterhouse  arc  still 
used  by  the  Ministry  of  Food  as  a Collecting  Centre  and  Slaughter- 
ing Centre  respectively.  A post-mortem  inspection  is  made  of 
every  animal  dressed  at  the  slaughterhouse  and  of  all  country- 
dressed  carcases  brought  into  the  slaughterhouse  for  allocation. 
Accompanied  by  one  of  the  additional  inspectors,  both  of  whom  I 
am  training  for  their  Meat  and  Foods  Examination,  I attend  at 
the  slaughterhouse  as  a first  duty  every  morning  and  as  often 
again  during  the  day  as  may  be  necessary.  Meat  Inspection,  more 
especially  since  the  need  was  found  for  a routine  inspection  for 
Cysticercus  Bovis,  takes  up  a good  deal  of  time  but  results  in  a 
wholesome  and  disease-free  supply  of  meat.  The  relationships 
between  the  various  interests  concerned  and  your  officers  continue 
to  be  amicable.  The  following  statement  shows  the  animals  pass- 
ing through  the  cattle  market  and  the  slaughterhouse,  also  the 
quantity  of  meat  condemned

HYGIENE  IN  THE 

FOOD  TRADES. 

In  addition  to  the  routine  and  casual  visits  made  to  the 
various  classes  of  premises  in  which  food  is  handled,  special  sur- 
veys have  been  made  of:—  (a)  public  houses  and  clubs  to  ascer- 
tain what  facilities  are  provided  for  the  cleansing  of  drinking- 
utensils  and  for  the  hand-washing  of  those  who  serve  drinks,  (b) 
all  other  shops  and  premises  in  which  food  is  sold,  stored,  prepared 
or  handled  to  ascertain  what  facilities  are  provided  for  general 
hygiene,  the  washing  of  cooking  and  eating  utensils,  and  the  hand- 
washing of  those  persons  employed  in  the  handling  of  food. 

Public  Houses  and  Clubs. 

There  are  22  public  houses  and  so  far  as  I can  ascertain  11 
clubs  within  the  Borough.  4 of  the  clubs  are  private  and  employ 
no  waiters,  the  members  waiting  on  themselves,  so  that  I have 
not  included  these.  The  other  29  premises  have  an  internal  supply 
of  towns  water  and  all  except  one  public  house  has  piped  cold 
water  in  or  in  very  close  proximity  to  the  serving  bar.  2 of  the 
clubs  are  without  a supply  of  hot  water  and  in  2 other  clubs  the 
supply  is  inadequate.  The  utensils  provided  for  the  washing  of 
glasses  consist  of  ; —

The  owners  of  the  3 public  houses  without  hot  water  were 
asked  to  remedy  this  deficiency,  as  were  the  committees  of  the  2 
clubs  without  hot  water.  The  committees  of  the  2 clubs  where 
the  hot  water  supply  was  inadequate  were  asked  to  improve  it. 
The  owners  of  the  public  houses  without  cold  water  in  the  serving 
bar  were  asked  to  provide  a supply.  The  committees  of  3 clubs 
were  asked  to  provide  a more  modern  type  of  receptacle  for  the 
washing  of  glasses.  The  tinned  copper  bowls  provided  in  18  prem- 
ises are  by  reason  of  shape  and  size  not  well  adapted  for  the  pur- 
pose for  which  they  are  intended  and  although  in  these  days  of 
shortage  it  hardly  seems  right  to  demand  their  replacement  by 
modern  fittings  I have  asked  the  people  concerned  to  bear  these 
replacements  in  mind  whenever  they  contemplate  alterations  or 
improvements  and  nearly  all  have  promised  to  do  so.  Since  the 
survey  and  in  response  to  my  requests  the  following  improve- 
ments have  been  made 

At  the  Burlington  Hotel  the  copper  bowls  have  been  replaced 
by  two  stainless  steel  sinks  and  draining  boards  behind  the 
bar  counter,  with  piped  hot  and  cold  water  to  each.  Hot 
water  by  means  of  an  electric  geyser  has  been  provided  at 
the  Railway  Club,  Carter  Street.  Hot  water  by  means  of  an 
immersion  heater  and  independent  boiler  has  been  provided  at 
the  Victoria  Club,  Carter  Street.  The  sink  and  draining  board 
at  the  Old  Goole  Club  have  been  lined  wdth  stainless  metal. 
A more  efficient  gas  geyser  has  been  fitted  at  the  R.A.O.B.  Club 
in  Chapel  Street. 

Food  Establishments. 

The  survey  of  the  239  food  premises  in  the  Borough  reveal

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On  the  30th  March,  1049,  the  Health  and  Sanitation  Commit- 
tee passed  and  the  Council  later  confirmed  the  following  resolution 
relating  to  Section  13,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938. 

“that  as  a minimum  standard  for  the  purpose  of  the  above- 
mentioned  Section,  the  company  and  larger  shops  where  assistants 
are  employed  be  required  to  provide  a constant  supply  of  hot 
water  at  all  times  from  either  a back  boiler,  an  immersion  heater, 
a gas  geyser  or  an  electric  geyser; 

That,  in  the  case  of  one-man  or  street-corner  type  businesses: — 

(a)  where  there  is  already  fixed  an  immersion  heater,  a gas  geyser 
or  an  electric  geyser,  this  may  be  accepted  as  fulfilling  the  stat- 
utory requirements. 


(b)  where  the  only  supply  of  hot  water  is  from  a back  boiler 
the  occupier  be  notified  that,  unless  the  fire  is  maintained  at  all 
times  of  the  year,  he  will  be  required  to  provide  either  an  immer- 
sion heater,  an  electric  kettle,  an  electric  hot-plate  or  a gas  ring 
for  the  supply  of  hot  water  when  the  fire  is  not  in  use  ; 

(c)  where  there  is  neither  a back  boiler,  an  immersion  heater, 
a gas  geyser  nor  an  electric  geyser,  the  minimum  requirement  be 
either  an  electric  kettle,  an  electric  hot-plate  or  a gas  ring;  and 
that,  where  drainage  is  available,  the  washing  basin  be  either  a 
white  glazed  sink  or  a proper  porcelain  wash  basin  properly  con- 
nected to  the  drainage  system,  and  that,  in  the  few  instances 
where  the  drainage  is  not  reasonably  accessible,  a suitable  enamel 
bowl  be  accepted.”

Since  then,  however,  there  has  been  a change  of  opinion  in 
trade  official  and  the  public  mind  to  the  effect  that  the  standard 
fixed  by  the  Council  was  too  lenient  and  on  the  8th  November, 
1950,  the  Health  and  Sanitation  Committee  passed  the  following 
resolution  which  was  later  confirmed  by  the  Council  : — 

“that,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  above  Section,  all  food 
shops  be  required  (a)  to  provide  a constant  supply  of  hot 
water  from  either  a back  boiler,  an  immersion  heater,  a gas 
geyser  or  an  electric  geyser,  and  (b)  to  have  either  a white 
glazed  sink  or  a proper  porcelain  washbasin  connected  to  the 
drainage  system  where  this  is  reasonably  accessible,  or,  where 
this  is  not  the  case,  a suitable  enamel  bowl.” 


Acting  upon  this  resolution,  the  occupiers  of  all  premises 
which  fall  below  the  required  standard  have  been  asked  to  remedy 
the  deficiencies  in  their  premises. 
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Market  Hall  Snack  Bar. 

In  March  I drew  the  attention  of  the  Health  and  Sanitation 
Committee  to  the  lack  of  facilities  for  washing  utensils  and  for 
handwashing  in  the  snack  bar  in  the  Public  Market  Hall.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Corporate  Property  Committee  who 
control  the  market,  for  the  attention  of  that  Committee,  but  at 
the  close  of  the  year  no  alteration  had  been  made.  This  is  to  be 
deplored  because  when  a local  authority  sets  a standard  for  the 
private  trader  it  should  show  it’s  sincerity  by  first  adhering  to 
it  in  it’s  own  province. 

* 

Food  Hygiene  Publicity. 

In  an  attempt  to  promote  interest  in  the  basic  principles  of 
food  hygiene  among  the  public,  food  trade  employees  and  school 
children,  two  film  shows  were  given  on  the  3rd  March,  one  in  the 
afternoon  to  the  senior  scholars  of  the  Modern  Secondary  School 
and  the  other  in  the  evening  to  an  invited  audience  of  adults. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  I addressed  the  audiences  briefly 
on  the  objects  of  the  film  shows  and  we  hope  that  some  little  good 
was  done.  The  children  who  attended  the  afternoon  film  show 
were  invited  to  submit  an  essay  on  what  they  had  learnt  from  the 
films  and  the  Medical  Officer  judged  the  essays  and  gave  prizes  to 
the  authors  of  those  who  had  recognised  most  of  the  salient  features 
of  the  films.  In  August  by  the  courtesy  of  the  management  of 
the  Carlton  Cinema,  the  films  “Another  Case  of  Food  Poisoning” 
and  “Fly  About  the  House”  were  each  shown  for  three  days  as 
part  of  the  ordinary  programme. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Two  outbreaks  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  investigated. 
In  both  instances  iced  lollipops  were  believed  to  be  the  offending 
food  but  no  conclusive  direct  evidence  that  this  was  so  could  be 
obtained.  In  both  instances  the  outbreak  was  notified  to  the  depart- 
ment too  late  to  get  specimens  of  vomit,  and  neither  specimens  of 
faeces  or  of  the  lollipop  material  revealed  anything  helpful.  The 
Medical  Officer  circularised  all  the  local  general  practitioners  ask- 
ing for  their  help  by  the  immediate  notification  of  all  instances  of 
suspected  food  poisoning. 

Food  Byelaws. 

The  Council  have  made  Byelaws  on  the  model  of  Series  I 
Model  Byelaws  for  the  Handling  and  Delivery  of  Food  and  Sale  of 
Food  in  the  Open  Air.  The  Byelaws  came  into  operation  on  Septem- 
ber 11th,  1950,  and  a copy  was  sent  to  every  food  trader  in  the 
Borough.  Should  these  be  lost  they  can  be  replaced  or  supplied  to 
any  person  wishing  to  have  a copy  at  a charge  of  one  shilling.

MILK. 

I estimate  that  less  than  4%  of  the  milk  consumed  in  the 
Borough  is  raw  undesignated  milk,  the  remaining  96%  is  either 
pasteurised  (87%)  tuberculin  tested  pasteurised  (4%)  sterilised 
(4%)  raw  tuberculin  tested  (1%).  Although  we  look  forward  to 
the  day  when  all  milk  will  be  either  heat  treated  to  make  it  safe 
or  will  be  from  tuberculosis-free  cows,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that 
out  of  12  samples  of  raw  undesignated  milk  sent  for  biological 
tests  none  showed  any  evidence  of  tuberculosis.  It  is  also  good 
to  see  the  high  standard  of  efficiency  reached  by  the  processors 
of  milk,  only  3 out  of  127  samples  failed  the  phosphatase  tests, 
and  only  1 out  of  20  the  turbidity  tests.  Even  the  raw  milk, 
which  we  would  like  to  see  abolished,  shows  an  improvement  in 
cleanliness.  Two  producers  had  no  unsatisfactory  samples  so  far 
as  the  methylene  blue  tests  are  concerned,  one  had  only  one  failure 
but  the  remaining  producer  had  4 failures  out  of  11  samples.

With  only  one  exception  (a  producer  outside  the  Borough  and 
therefore  outside  our  control)  the  standard  of  cleanliness  of  the 
ice  cream,  both  produced  inside  the  Borough  and  produced  outside 
but  sold  within  the  Borough  is  very  satisfactory.  Nine  producers 
out  of  fifteen  had  no  samples  in  Grade  IV  or  Grade  III  and  four 
had  no  samples  in  Grades  IV,  III,  or  II.  But  perhaps  the  most 
pleasing  feature  is  the  high  standard  attained  by  the  producers 
within  the  Borough — 83  per  cent  of  samples  in  Grade  I,  11  per 
cent  Grade  II,  and  only  6 per  cent  in  Grades  III  and  IV. 

The  following  are  the  Grades  of  Bacterial  cleanliness  of  Ice 
Cream  : — 

Grade  1 — Time  taken  to  reduce  the  Methylene  Blue  41  hours 
or  more. 

Grade  2 — Time  taken  to  reduce  the  Methylene  Blue  21  hours 
to  4 hours. 

Grade  3 • — Time  taken  to  reduce  the  Methylene  Blue  1 hour 
to  2 hours. 

Grade  4 — Time  taken  to  reduce  the  Methylene  Blue  0 hours. 

A Sub-Committee  Report  issued  by  the  Public  Health  Labor- 
atory Service  Staff  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  states  that  it 
would  be  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  result  of  any 
one  sample  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
practice  in  respect  of  water  might  be  followed  to  advantage, 
namely  to  expect  about  50%  of  samples  to  fall  in  Grade  I,  80%

The  continued  rationing  of  sweets  with  nutritional  value  has 
made  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  these  somewhat  innocuous  sweet- 
meats a profitable  business.

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HOUSING  AND  HOUSE  REPAIRS. 


The  scene  presented  by  the  present  housing  position  continues 
to  be  one  of  almost  unrelieved  gloom.  It  is  true  that  during  the 
year  66  new  houses  have  been  completed  and  that  24  casual 
vacancies  have  taken  place  so  that  90  new  tenants  have  been 
accommodated,  but  on  the  other  hand  in  that  same  period  278  new 
applicants,  of  whom  159  have  no  house  of  their  own,  have  been 
registered,  and  1025  remain  on  the  register.  All  of  these  are  not 
iii  real  need  but  the  greater  proportion  are.  Despite  many  diffi- 
culties every  care  has  been  taken  to  make  the  best  possible  use  of 
all  available  housing  accommodation  at  the  disposal  of  the  Coun- 
cil. The  policy  of  giving  satisfactory  tenants  the  type  of  house 
they  need  and  the  abatement  of  over-crowding  by  the  voluntary 
reshuffling  of  tenants  was  again  pursued  with  good  results.  Full 
advantage  was  taken  of  the  ten  per  cent  of  houses  allocated  to 
the  Health  Department  for  the  re-housing  of  suitable  families  in 
which  there  is  a person  suffering  from  infectious  tuberculosis  or 
who  are  living  in  contact  with  a case  of  tuberculosis.

Although  it  is  not  as  difficult  to  get  repairs  carried  out  now 
as  it  was  during  the  war,  it  is  still  far  from  easy,  but  despite  this 
much  useful  and  necessary  work  has  been  done  as  the  result  of 
pressure  upon  owners  from  this  department.  105  detailed  inspec- 
tions of  dwelling  houses  have  been  made  under  the  Housing  (Con- 
solidated) Regulations  but  no  formal  action  has  as  yet  been  taken 
with  regard  to  any  of  the  houses  inspected  because  it  seems  so 
hopeless  to  attempt  to  persuade  or  force  owners  into  large  and 
costly  schemes  of  reconditioning  when  even  vital  maintenance 
repairs  are  so  difficult  to  get  executed.  627  routine  inspections  of 
council  houses  were  made  for  disrepair  and  schedules  of  the  work 
required  were  given  to  the  department  concerned,  but  here  again, 
delays  seem  almost  inevitable  and  the  slowness  with  which  repairs 
are  executed  is  greatly  to  be  deplored,  first  because  under  such 
conditions  minor  repairs  quickly  become  major  repairs,  and  second 
because  the  council  should  set  an  example  to  other  owners  in  the 
proper  maintenance  of  their  houses. 

Overcrowding. 

Judging  from  the  large  numbers  of  families  who  have  no  home 
of  their  own  it  is  certain  that  in  many  houses  there  must  be  ser- 
ious overcrowding,  both  legal  and  moral.  The  seriousness  of  this 
need  not  be  emphasised,  yet  there  is  a real  danger  that  if  too  long 
continued  we  become  complacent  and  regard  this  abnormal  state 
of  affairs  as  the  normal. 
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]Docks  Cottage  Property. 

The  obsolete  and  in  many  instances  insanitary  houses  which, 
were  the  property  of  the  Aire  and  Calder  Navigation,  and  now 
belong  to  the  Docks  and  Inland  Waterways  Executive  continue  to 
exercise  the  minds  of  your  officers.  These  88  houses  are  among 
the  oldest  in  the  town,  and  are  probably  about  120  years  old. 
Although  they  are  not  congested,  the  streets  and  back  roads  being 
wide,  they  have  many  objectionable  features  including  cellar 
kitchens  and  pail  closets.  It  is  understood  that  the  Executive  are 
to  dispose  of  all  redundant  property  in  their  possession  and  the 
coming  year  may  provide  an  answer  to  the  problem. 

Schools. 

In  January  1950  a detailed  inspection  was  made  of  the  San- 
itary Conveniences  and  washing  facilities  at  the  seven  schools 
within  the  Borough.  The  following  matters  were  reported  to  the 
Education  Authority  : — 

Alexandra  Street  Infants  School.  The  urinal  stalls  are  badly 
cracked  and  therefore  difficult  to  maintain  in  a sanitary  condition. 
The  washing-up  sink  is  worn. 

Alexandra  Street  Boys  School.  The  urinal  stalls  are  cracked  and 
therefore  difficult  to  maintain  in  a sanitary  condition. 

Old  Goole  Junior  Mixed  School.  The  staff  W.C.  accommodation  is 
used  jointly  by  males  and  females.  The  staff  has  no  separate 
accommodation  for  washing.  The  washbasins  are  old,  worn  and 
insanitary.  There  is  no  automatic  flushing  apparatus  to  the  urinals 
which  are  insanitary.  The  seats  to  four  of  the  boys  W.C.s  are 
missing.  The  girls  W.C.s  are  flushed  by  use  of  buckets  which  is 
not  satisfactory.  The  door  to  one  of  the  girls  W.C.s  is  unhinged. 
The  staff  W.C.  is  also  used  by  the  kitchen  staff.  No  proper 
accommodation  for  the  storage  of  refuse.  No  hot  water  on  the 
premises. 

Old  Goole  Infants  School.  The  urinals  are  not  glazed  and  are 
flushed  by  hand  which  is  unsatisfactory.  The  wash-up  sink  in  the 
kitchen  is  very  worn  and  old. 

St.  Thomas  School  Old  Goole.  The  water  closets  are  of  an  old, 
obsolete  and  insanitary  type,  and  should  be  replaced  by  modern 
fitments.  The  girls  washbasins  are  of  a very  old  pattern.  There 
is  no  hot  water  on  the  premises.  The  whole  of  the  conveniences 
are  housed  in  a very  old,  dilapidated  and  unsatisfactory  structure. 

Boothferry  Road  School.  There  are  16  washbasins  for  579  pupils, 
1 to  36.  There  are  no  washbasins  in  the  upper  part  of  the  school, 
the  existing  basins  are  small  and  of  an  old  pattern,  in  three  blocks. 
The  W.C.s  and  urinals,  although  of  an  out  of  date  pattern,  are 
clean  and  in  good  order.  The  mixed  infants  and  juniors  seem  to 
use  all  W.C.s  indiscriminately.  The  sanitary  accommodation  for 
the  staff  seems  to  be  very  inadequate.  All  conveniences  were 
found  to  be  clean. 
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Pasture  Road  School.  The  W.C.s  are  of  an  old  pattern,  used  by 
children  of  both  sexes.  I am  of  the  opinion  that  for  children  of 
these  ages  (5  to  8)  the  number  of  conveniences  is  inadequate  and 
the  existing  layout  bad. 

Hook  Drain. 

The  condition  of  this  open  drain  remains  unsatisfactory.

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SANITARY  CONVENIENCES  IN  LICENSED  PREMISES 

The  alterations  and  improvements  to  the  sanitary  conveniences 
at  the  Dock  Tavern,  South  Street  have  now  been  completed  and 
make  a substantial  improvement  upon  the  previous  inadequate 
and  badly  arranged  conveniences.  There  are  now  two  W.C.s  and 
a washbasin  for  females;  1 W.C.,  urinal,  washbasin  for  males,  all 
properly  screened  and  separated  from  the  saloon  by  properly 
ventilated  intervening  spaces.  Although  plans  have  been  sub- 
mitted by  the  owners  and  approved  by  the  Council  the  much 
needed  improvements  at  the  Buchanan  Hotel  and  the  George  IV 
Hotel  have  not  yet  been  started. 

Tower  Theatre. 

Following  a request  from  this  department  the  owners  have 
completely  modernised  the  men’s  conveniences  at  the  back  of  the 
balcony.  The  slate  urinal  stalls  have  been  abolished  and  replaced 
with  white  glazed  fittings,  the  old  W.C.  has  been  abolished  and 
replaced  with  one  of  a modern  pattern,  the  walls  have  been 
finished  in  tiles  and  the  floor  in  terazzo.  The  conditions  in  the 
other  cinemas  are  the  same  as  they  were  in  1949. 

Public  Swimming  Baths. 

During  each  month  of  the  swimming  season  (May  to  Septem- 
ber) samples  of  water  from  near  the  inlet  and  outlet  of  the 
swimming  pool  were  submitted  for  laboratory  examination.  10 
samples  in  all  were  submitted  and  all  were  classed  satisfactory. 
The  water  to  the  swimming  pool  is  filtered,  aerated  and  chlorinated.
